I’m very to myself. I literally have only a 
■couple of friends, a girlfriend, others are 
more or less associates. I’m a pretty 
normal, basic guy... it doesn’t take a lot 
-to make me happy. In other ways, like in 
the wav I think, I don’t think I’m normal

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to parties, what I see from the people and the music is veiy 
comparable to what I see in Europe. The only difference is the size 
of the scene- with numbers at events. It was very suprising and I’m 
very impressed-1 still haven’t heard ‘James Brown is Dead’ at any 
parties. 

What is your opinion on the European scene and how is it 
going over there? 

For the most part. I’d have to say it’s all good. What I don’t like 
about parties there is that they have so many DJ’s booked per party. 
The first time I played in Europe, in Paris, I think I played maybe 45 
minutes. I’m playing Mayday in November and there, dj sets are 
maybe 40 minutes- because they have a gazillion djs and a million 
live acts. Sometimes you don’t get to spin a set as long as you like, 
but I understand they are trying to please an array of musical tastes. 
What plans or new releases do you have coming up? 

I’ve got an EP coming out on DJAX this month called 
‘Unpredictable’ on green vinyl, and in the winter I have an LP slash 
CD to be released entitled ‘Muzikal Journey’ which I finished this 
last August. There were so many tracks I made that we just have to 
decide what tracks to include, so it will be out probly in December. I 
should have another EP out in early ‘95. 

Do release exclusively for DJAX nowadays? 

I’ll always be exclusive as Mile Dearborn in that the sound that you 
hear on records by me on DJAX, but if and when I do things 
differently- let’s say I wanted to make some real hard acid, I may 
release that under an alias on a different label. I haven’t done that 
yet, but I think I would as long as I felt comfortable with the people I 
was doing it with. 


Tell us a little bit about how you got hooked up with Saskia Sledgers and the DJAX Upbeats label. 

I was at a friends house listening to records and he directed me to this release he had from DJAX- it was one of the 
first that she did, I believe. It was along the lines of the stuff I do- real minimal acid, real underground. I was like, 
“Well, gee” because I was thinking about checking out some different labels because I had some bad experiences 
with labels in Chicago. So I wrote down the address and fax number off the record and had my mom send them a 
tape, because she had a FedEx number. I called her (Sascha) and left a message like... to whom it may concern, 
I’m Mike Dearborn, I’m from Chicago, I’m sending a tape, listen to it and we’ 11 talk. She called me back later that 
day and she said she had known who I was from my two previous releases. She was real happy that I had chose to 
send her label some stuff, and as I later found out, people in Europe, especially Holland, are really into Chicago and 
Detroit style. So I signed, but because I was really cautious about her label, it was like a one record deal, but the 
more we spoke about business and just personal stuff, a mutual trust grew and that brings us to where we are now. 
It’s funny that it was all almost an accident, because if I hadn’t run across that one recored, who knows? I’m glad I 
did. 

What Dj’s do you repect the most? 

Dj’s from back in the day I’d have to say Ron Hardy and Farley. Nowadays, definatly Sascha- to me, she’s just 
the shit. I heard Ritchie Hawtin play once, which was quite exceptional. This chick from France named Marilyn, 
she spins trance- she’s real good. As far as people around here, I like ESP Woody a lot, I like Joe (Hyperactive), 
many times though, I hear a DJ spin, but don’t actually pay attention to who it is. Sorry. 

How long have you been DJ’ing, and what is your most memorable experience from parties? 

It’s going on 10 years now, as for memorable moments, I would have to say the first time I played in Europe- there 
were like, 5000 people and though it went quite well, I was kind of worried about how the crowd would respond, 
but in the end, I felt like I could stick my chest out and say, ‘Hey, I did a good job.’ After that, I wasn’t ever really 
nervous, I just thought, hey. I’ve got to go out and do what I’ve got to do and do what I love. I sit and think about 
how I would chew my fingernails, I was so nervous. 

What do you think of the people’s response to your spinning has been at the last couple parties you ve 
been spinning around here? , 

I’d have to say that everythings been good, but when I spin, I try to block the crowd out in a sense because if I pay 
too much attention to the crowd I might get the jitters or lose my concentration. 5

Who have been your major musical influences? 

I don’t think there were any major influences, I just listen to a lot of music and I don’t rip anybody off, but you 
hear how they’re doing it and you may learn from their technique. Right now. I’d have to say Luke Slater and also 
Hardfloor in a sense, even though I don’t do much acid, but you just listen and say, damn, that’s good- it inspires 
—you to go and work on some music. Influence comes from 

the records I play, because those are the records I like. It 
could be anybody from Robert Armani to Luke Slater to a 
producer who does trance. 

Do you listen to anything other than ‘dance’ 
music? 

Lately I’ve been just listening to the records I have, 
but I also like disco, because I used to spin disco 
back in the day- so I still have my disco collection. 
Music I’ll generally listen to, but not necessarily go 
out and buy, like Metallica- they’re cool, but I don’t 
have any of their records- If they were on MTV, I 
might not change the channel. In general, I listen to 
dance music, but it will vary- some days I’ 11 listen to 
some ambient stuff, some days trance, some days 
I’ll put the Mokum compilation hardcore CD in. It 
depends on what kind of mood I’m in. 

If you were stuck in an elevator and had to 
listen to one song for several weeks straight, 
. what would it be? 

Hmmm, that one’s a stumper...For that long. I’d want to 
chose something not so rough, maybe that Underground 
Resistance 003- by Mad Mike. Maybe one of their songs, 
because I just recently began buying their records, but 
they’re excellant. Every time I hear one of their records, 1 
definately know it’s them.

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(Massive): When did you 
first start Djing? 

(Mind drive): Well, I first 
got into dance music when 
a friend of mine dragged 
me to a club called the 
clubhouse, in cincinatti. I 
had to be literally dragged 
to this place because i 
hated anything that had to 
do with dance music. So 
after a while i started 
going to this club on a 
regular basis,and got to 
know the DJ's. I started 
hanging out by the DJ 
booth and I used to ask alot 
of questions. Finally I 
asked one of the DJ’s to 
teach me how to spin. The 
first record I learned to 
beat match was Perfect 
Kiss by New Order. So 
around 88 or 89 acid house 
started coming in to that 
club and I really liked that 
kind of music, so I started 
buying it 


on a regular basis, and that is 
how I got into DJing. 
(Massive): How do you think 
your music as well as your 
technique has evoloved since 
your early days as a DJP 
(Mind Drive): I think I’ve 
become alot more 
technical,in terms of what I 
can do with a mix or what¬ 
ever. I’ve also become alot 
more aware of the kinds of 
music that I like and the kind 
of music a crowd will re¬ 
spond to. When I first 
started out I was playing alot 
of mainstream kinds of music 
, now I’d call the trax that I 
spin kind of, like , funky but 
with a techno edge. Like kind 
of a technofunk. 

(Massive): When you spin 
what do you do to manipulate 
a crowd? What kind of feel¬ 
ing do you try to convey to 
the crowd? 

(Mind Drive): I like long 


sets in which I can bring the 
crowd up and down over the 
course of that hour or so. I 
like starting out with a 
minimalistic track and then 
I like to build and build and 
build and then I’ll take them 
back down, and then back 
up again. 

(Massive): How did the 
Gravity Project come to be 
and what was your place in 
it?

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As far as Jungle goes over here stateside, there is no other DJ who is more in tune with the UK Hardeore- 

Jungle scene than Chicagos own JJ Jellybean. 

We had a chance to speak to the 'bean at CHA headquarters recently, what follows are his views on the UK 
scene, Chicago, and the evolution of Jungle into what is is now. 


An interview with.... 

TOE JUMSLIST 1 LOST ■

Since the focus of this interveiw is upon Jungle please start by giving us a little background on the UK Jungle scene... 

JJ-Wsll , Londons Jungle scene conies from the rave seene-the breakbeats. First ragga is an essential element-the pirates have played 
an important role in the evolution. Now rare groove comes to Jungle, soul comes to Jungle, Hip Hop comes to Jungle, Techno comes 
to Jungle. Nowadays Jungle is the lick, and everybody wants to be a part of it. But if it wasnt for the likes of $L2, Project t, Urban 
Shakedown, and Dj's like Phantasy, 6rooverider, Fabio and so many others we wouldnt be where we are today. 

So how has the Jungle scene in London evolved from rushing music for white kids, to its present status? 

JJ-Well as more blacks went to the raves in London you started to hear the breakbeats, then the ragga influence, nowadays you still 
see Jungle DJ's at raves, but the Jungle scene itself has been separating. You have your strictly Jungle events, the big DJ's are 
Ron, Jumpin Jack Frost, Hype, Broekie, Kenny Ken, Rap, Groverider and Fabio are still at it. These DJ's will play the strietly Jungle 
Do's but will play the raves as well. Jungle will go down at the big Hardcore raves, but you wont hear hardcore at the Jungle Do's. 

The Jungle crowds are conissuers, they're specialists, So in a way Jungle is stilljj_part of the rave scene, but the rave scene is not 
a part of the Jungle scene. You can be a Junglist and not be a raver. 

How docs Chicagos Jungle scene compare to that of Londons? 

JJ-I think everyone really involved with Chicagos Jungle scene is very aware of what is going on in London, and has a deep respect 
for what they're doing. Obviously the toons are the same, and I feel that the vibe we bring is the same as well. 

Well in what ways is it different then? 

JJ-Well obviously the crowd is different, here we're not playing 90% of our sets off Dub Plates. A group of DJ's, producers, artists, 
promoters, etc aren't really present to keep pushing the music forward so it's a little easier for things to get stagnant over here, 
but I feel we do a good job at keeping it fresh. 

It seams that there is no other place like Chicago anywhare in the states where there is a large group of Jungle enthu 

asts pushing Jungle in the UK style, any commants on that? 

JJ-Chicago is the plaee to be for Jungle in the states, a few other cities have it going on miami's in it, L.A.'s in it, 

Houston's got some good DJ's, but Chicago's really the lick when it eomes to Jungle. We have the DJ's, the 
promoters, the crowds, everything to really take off. 

And what do you see for the future of Jungle here in Chicago? 

JJ-I think Chicago will follow the London scene, definitley with perhaps a bit more emphasis on the drum and bass side of tings 
than the ragga, since we're playing to a predominately white crowd. 

In London, and Toronto and now even Chicago too any Jungle set is accompanied with an MC, what are your veiws on 

MC's? 

JJ-Most people don't realize how much work it is to be a good MC. You need to have an instietive feel for the rapid transitions. The 
DJ and MC have to communicate and work together in bringing the crowd to higher states. It's real unity. 

You're involved with Chicagos new promotional group 'Jungle'Ting' How did this all come about? 

JJ- Jungle'Ting actually got its start on the way home from an event in Toronto. It was myself, Candice, and Su and we just decided 
since nothing was happening in Chicago the way we wanted it to we would just have to bring the London vibe ourselves. Then we met 
with Roger and Lori (RIPE), and got tings started.

Greetings once again from 
Paris...well, actually the 
French countryside since I'm 
writing this article on the train 
to Le Havre. As the title sug¬ 
gests, this report is about the 
scene in Russia. Last year, I 
had the chance to spin in 
Moscow along with Chicago 
DJ Roz B Liquid and it really 
changed my life. The parties 
themselves weren’t as mind- 
blowing as the way of life 
there. I was struck by the lack 
of everyday things that you 
and I take for granted (like toi¬ 
let paper, drinkable water, 
food, etc). Anyways, at this 
time there wasn’t much of a 
scene in Moscow...in fact, 
they didn't even have turnta¬ 
bles there. We had to bring 
over the Technics since the 
local DJ’s mixed with tapes 
and CD’s (no pitch control 
either). The crowd danced to 
the trance and progressive 
house I played but the par¬ 
ties had no real energy since 
I think the crowd had a hard 
time identifying with the 
music. Well, one year later I 
had the opportunity to 
return...this time we didn’t 
have to bring the turntables 
since there are now a grand 


total of five pair of Technics in Moscow 
(a city of 10 Million people). The city 
itself has changed dramatically in the 
past year - becoming like your average 
western European city. No longer do 
you have to worry about how to find 
something decent to eat or trying to 
avoid going to the bathroom for as 
long as possible. It’s actually become 
liveable...if you’ve got the money. 

The problem in Moscow is th"at 
there’s no middle class...there’s a 
small but growing group of rich elite 
(95% mafia people) and a huge, 
ever-growing lower class. One can 
only fear what’s going to happen in 
the next elections there. But any¬ 
ways...enough politics, onto the 
parties. The first party I spun at 
was at a new club called 
Manhatten Express, a serious 
mafia money laundering club that 
has a capacity of 1,000 yet has 
200 people on the payroll. 
There’s some fucked up things 
going on in this place during the 
day. The club itself was beauti¬ 
ful, apparently designed by the 
same guy who designed the 
legendary NYC club during the 
late 70’s...Studio 54. Moscow 
doesn’t have a club exclusively 
devoted to underground dance 
music...rather, there’s special 
nights at various clubs. 
Moscow actually has an

underground 
scene developing. 
The crowd at this 
party was tremen¬ 
dous... lots of peo¬ 
ple dressed up in 
weird costumes and 
a really interesting 
mix of ravers, 
celebrities, and mafia 
types. Yet, somehow, 
everyone got along 
together well. I played 
basically a selection of 
house and party 
grooves- no trance, 
hardcore, etc. The 
crowd seriously got into 
it, screaming and clap¬ 
ping during the breaks 
and basically just having 
a good time. The people 
who invited me told me 
that this was the first party 
in Moscow where people 
really started screaming 
and going crazy like that. 
One of the guys who invited 
me, Igor, singlehandedly got 
the crowd pumped up and 
sort of taught people how to 
scream during the breaks- at 
first he seriously freaked peo¬ 
ple out with his screaming and 
whistling, but the crowd even¬ 
tually caught on. This was the 
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best party of the week 
by far. I spun another 
party at this club called 
Hermitage, but it was a 
•bit of a disaster since 
there were serious 
sound problems and 
the club didn't do a 
good job promoting the 
night. I also 
spun at this 
super-trippy 
party in an 
artist's loft. 

This place was 
way too weird 
to be able to 
put into words. 

All I know is 
that the 
Russians need to chill¬ 
out on the LSD a bit. If 
you think the Midwest 
has drug problems, 
you haven’t seen any¬ 
thing compared to 
the substance abuse 
in Moscow. There’s 
even a club there 
called LSDance 
where they didn't 
even bother to serve 
alcohol- rather, they 
sell a $20 ‘magic 
potion’ with LSD in 
it. Since the Mafia 
controls Russia, 
you can do any¬ 
thing if you've got 
the money- you 
could even have a 
rave on the Red 
Square if you had 
the cash. I also 
had a chance to 
spin on the one 
Russian radio 
station that plays 
dance music. 

Every Friday 

night for 4 hours 
on Radio 

Maximum they 
have an under¬ 
ground dance 
show with 


guest djs and party information for 
all of Russia. Since there’s only 
about four FM stations in Russia, 
this station is listened to by an aver¬ 
age of 15 million people nationwide. 
I’m glad they told me there were 15 
million people listening AFTER I'd 
finished djing- I think I would have 
been a bit nervous otherwise. All in all 
there is a definite scene beginning in 


ON THE RADIO they asked me why 
i didnt play the same style as 
the previous year - they didn't 
understand ME when i told them 
that one year is an ETERNITY in 
the HOUSE scene 


Russia- musically they’re a bit behind the 
times, but that’s to be expected in a coun¬ 
try where capitalism has only just begun. 
On the radio they asked me why I didn’t 
play the same style as the previous year- 
they didn’t really understand me when 
told them that one year is 
an eternity in the house 
scene. It’s like asking an 
old industrial dj why he 
doesn't play industrial 
anymore. Music and 
people need to evolve to 
stay fresh. 

Speaking of evolu¬ 
tion...this will probably 
be my last scene 
report from 
France. I've been 
here for two years 
now and have been 
following the scene 
here for four. (I was 
a student here 
before.) I don’t real¬ 
ly see a future for 
myself here since 
the scene here is 
really dying as a whole 
and I want something 
more with my life. I plan 
to continue djing, but I 
want to work on some pro¬ 
duction, and in order to do 
that I need to live in the 
states where life is about 
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four times less expensive 
than in Paris. I still love 
France, but after two years of 
non-stop djing and travelling 
all over the place every week¬ 
end I feel it's time for a change. 
So I’m starting a new night at 
the Cardinal in Madison (418 E 
Wilson St, tel. 608-251-0080) 
called ULTRAGROOVE. It’s start¬ 
ing Friday, Oct. 21st and every 
Friday thereafter. It’s basically 
going to a house / party grooves 
night where the main focus in on 
FUN- which is something I think we 
forget that the scene is all about. So 
if you’ve got an attitude or a drug 
problem don’t even bother coming 
because that’s not the kind of vibe I’m 
looking for! I’ll also be spinning at the 
QUADRASONIC event on OCT 22. As

Sigma 909 has made a 
name for themselves with their last releases, 
and this one lives up to their reputation.

Basic DJAX style 
Chicago house influenced heavily by the Europe¬ 
ans. 4 tracks in all and on Red colored vinyll

Esco B - Enjoy the Trip (oscillator, Germany) 
Acid/Trance with a solid beat describes this 4 
track record from Europe. Hi-energy 303 pat¬ 
terns along with ‘trippy’ samples make it pump! 
There’s even a harder remix almost certain to 
blow speakers somewhere, (yanu)_ 
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Shazz...A Taste Of Manhattan (F Communica¬ 
tions, France) 

Excellent house of the deep variety from 
Laurent Gamier and Eric Morand’s new 
(well...not really) label. Five tracks are 
readily available on this slab of wax, with 
slick remixes by LN’S and additional produc¬ 
tion by Ludovic Navarre. An outstanding 
release: one which should rise to the pin¬ 
nacle of French House. Also of interest on 
“F” these days are Juan Trip’s “Masterpiece 
Trilogy Volume One” and the remarkable DS 
series. 

Direckt...Two Fatt Guitars remixes (UFG, UK) 
The smash euro-funk house track from 1993 
has returned on two twelve inches, featuring 
the two original mixes as well as manipula¬ 
tion by San Francisco’s DJ Ef-X and Digit, Andy 
Stevenson, Corporation Express, and Judge 
Jules. The rockingest, rock steady mix is 
that by Mr. Ef-X; dropping SF style breaks and 
a contorted guitar loop. While these mixes 
are relatively creative and better than 
bad...none of them rate higher than the origi¬ 
nal version. No need to fix what’s not 
broken...”LE FREAK!” 

Daydream...The Hunter (Clubstitute, UK) 

After a brief stint on the tribal tip, Robin “Jay 
Dee” Albers has returned with two new mixes 
showcasing the style which made him famous. 
Both “the Hunter” and “Indian Blood” com¬ 
bine catchy organ lines much like “Plastic 
Dreams” with the heavy tribal kick of “Music 
is SO Special.” An excellent follow up...once 
again available after some legal problems 
regarding it’s release. 

Lex Loofah...Jacked (Phat, UK) 

More jackin' house with old school techno 
overtones and a bumpin bass kick. Tis kind of 
a dissappointment compared to their previous 
release on Warp (Lex Loofah...Freaky Deaky • 
Warp 41)...defintely not as catchy but still 
worthy of play. 


Romanthony...ln The Mix (Azuli, UK) 

The new Romanthony Ep is mediocre at 
best compared to the ever popular “Let 
Me Show You Love” and Trojan Horse ep of 
earlier this year. This one is a tribute to 
old school NYC house DJ Tony Humphries, 
sampling from a very familiar record and 
creating a very average garage sound. 
Nothing miserable but nothing of merit 
either. 



Peter Vriends...Quadripart Project 
(Smile, US). The first elease from 
New York DJ DBfe label is an excellent 
departure into the realm of ambient 
house. Peter Vriends combines a funly 
ass kick with colorful wishes of sound 
and creative ambience, lwo 
tracks...both following the same per¬ 
cussive yet peaceful route. Look tor 
the full length Lp out soon iaturing 
eleven new tracks, \fery excellent 
release. 
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Cypher...Acid Love (Sorted, US). 

This Ep is one of two new releases from New 
York DJ James Christian, containing three very 
distinct mixes of the title track. The “tribal 
mix” combines a kick reminescent of “Quoth” 
(Polygon Window) with a barrage of bongos; 
the “acid mix” drops some 303 twiddling into 
the mix while the “trance mix" follows an 
EyeQ/MFS formula. Each are building progres¬ 
sive tracks worthy of your time...Check it. 


Twizzler Ep (Sorted, US). 

Four tracks of intelligent acid adorn this 
twelve from Mr. Kenneth Haggerty and Can 
Oral. The definite highlight is “3 0’ Clock 
High” which stomps in a San Francisco trance 
fashion; throwing down a bit o’ breaks for 
flavour. This mover is a fine experiment in the 
ever growing realm of acid trance. 


Remould...Soular (Limbo, UK). 

Two mixes of agressive 23rd Precinct/Limbo style hardhouse with acid lines dominating. 
“VS1" is chock full of analog craftsmanship that bumps by at around 135 bpm. VS2 
adds a few spacey keyboard loops and bleeps which help build into trance of epic propor¬ 
tions. Get it. 


Hardfloor...Mr. Anderson/Fish and Chips (Harthouse, Germany). 

Once again, Hardfloor has returned from the bowels of analogue with two tracks guaran 
teed to inflict critical dancefloor energy. “Fish and Chips" follows the usual Zenker/ 
Bondzio formula of building acid lines and drumrolls whereas “Mr. Anderson” keeps 
things at a minimal level and slow tempo-dropping a distorted 303 and some flanging 
effects later into the mix. Yet another kickin’ track...as expected. 


James Christian Ep (X-Sight Records, US). . . - 

Tis the second of new releases from the Limelight’s James Christian...five tracks of 
super-slammin’ progressive house. Highlights include “Slave” which bounces along with a 
nice organ loop and punchy bass line. Also of interest is the tribal styled track 
“Mindgames.” Very excellent Ep. 


XPress2...Rock 2 House remixes (Junior Boys Own, UK). 

Richie Hawtin and Felix Da Housecat pick up the remix honors on the current Ep from 
Rocky, Diesel, and Ashley. The Housekat remix contains the much expected wild pitch 
tracky hold-getting quite noisy near the climax, losing it’s dancefloor appeal almost 
entirely. However, Mr. Plastikman wins the award with his excellent acid house 
tinkering...alot more melodic than his usual material. Not Bad.
